DR. C. d. P. CLARK ON THE CURRENCY. 

We publish, in another part of this paper, a 
letter on the national finances, addressed to the 
Oswego (N. I.) Palladium by Dr. C. C. P. Glark. 
It is an admirably able statement of the trouble 
and of its remedy. The writer has studied the 


subject thoroughly, and has the power of telling 


clearly what he has learned and thoucht. He 
asks and answers two questions: How shall we 
get back to specie paymetite? How shall we bo- 
stow upon our paper currency the faculty of obe- 
dience to the law of demand and supply? We 
can never reach specie payments by waiting for 
the country to grow up to the currency.” His- 
tory knows no instance ef depreciated paper 
reaching par until positive measures were taken 
to redeem it in gold. We cannot begin re- 
deeming greenbacks now, because we have 
not enough spécie on hand. The Treasury 
holds less than $60,000,000 in hard money to off- 
set $400,000.000 in depreciated paper. Dr. 


| Clark estimates that we should need $200,000,000 


cash to insure permanent redemption of such s 
mass of notes. There is no feasible way of col- 
lecting the extea $150,000,000. But we can effect 
the desired aim,—to make the cash on hand 


equal to about half our obligations, —by reducing 


the volume of those obligations. The green- 


becks must be withdrawn, and their place filled 
with something ele. As long as they are in cir- 


| culation, the amount of currency depends upon 


the ‘will of Congress. Congress cannot 
Mule the power of decision veete in 
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greenbacks. im bonds or perpetual annui- 
these bonds or annuities are deposited 
with the Comptroller of the Currency, in sums 
of $100,000, let that official deliver to the depos- 
itors 75 or 80 per cent of their par value in notes, 
payable on demand in specie, not only at the 
counter of the bank that issues them, but also 
at some agency in the nearest of the five great 
commercial centres,—New York, Boston, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago, New Orleans. When a bank fails 
to redeem its notes on demand, either at ita own 
counter or at that of its agent, let the defaulted 
paper be sent to the Troasury and there re- 
deemed with the proceeds of the bonds depos- 
ited by that bank. But sell only sufficient 
of the bonds to pay off the paper re- 
fused redemption and to defray necessary costs. 
Let the bank pursue business and keep in 
circulation the reat of ite paper, but forbid it to 
reissue the dishonored notes. If the bonds ever 
sel) below 90 per cent, postpone their sale and 
the redemption of defaulted paper . for thirty 
days. This provision would, it is believed, ob- 
viate the evils of disastrous panics. Bank-paper 
would be sure of final redemption, but men 
would have thirty days in which to recover from 
the feage that are the prime agents in financial 
crises. The delay would give many banks time 
to take all necessary measures for redemption. 
If the bonds ever sell below 75 or 80 per cent 
(that is, below the par value of the notes issued 
on their security), let Government make up 
the difference, so that the note-holder may be 
perfectly safe. 

Dr. Olark closes his letter by saying: “If 
there be any sound apd scientific principles of 
finance, they have as little chance of an appre- 
ciative reception im. an American Congress, at 
the present time, as the ‘Principia’ of Newton 
would have im an idiot asylum, or the Sermon on 
the Mount in a den or thieves.” This warmth of 
language may be pardoned in a man who has 
watched the effect upon Congress of the incred- 
ible nonsense spoken and printed in favor of in- 
flation, and has read the recent speéch of an in- 
flationist Senator who claimed the earnest atten- 
tion of his colleagues on the ground that he had 
studied the subject of finance “ with great care

MORE CANALS FOR SALE. 

A controversy has arisen between the States 
of Ohio and Indiana of such a grave character 
that a resolution has been offered in the Ohio 
Legislature appealing to the United States to 
interfere and compel the sovereign State of In- 
diana to fulfill her contracts. The casus belli 
may be thus stated: In 1821 Congress anthor- 
ized the State of Indiana to construct a canal 
throngh the public lands from the Maumee 
River at Toledo, in Onio, and the navigable 
waters of the Wabash River, and in 1827 Con- 
gress granted a strip of land five sections wide 
to aid in the construction of the canal. This 
grant wos to Indiana, and the canal was to re- 
main forever a public highway.” Indiana sub- 
sequently appealed to Ohio to. take the job of 
constructing the 80 miles of canal in that State 
off her hands, taking the proportion of the land- 
grant for that purpose, and after long delays 
Ohio consented, and became the proprietor of 
that end of the canal extending from Toledo to 
the Indiana Stateline. Ohio spent $3,000,000 of 
money. Terre Haute was then the head of navi- 
gation on the Wabash River, and Indiana, after 
a severe struggle and at the ¢ost of an enor- 
mous debt, also completed her end of the ditch, 
four feet deep and forty feet wide. Under this 
debt the State labored hopelessly for many 
years, and finally compromised with the bond- 
holdegs, giving them 50 per cent of their debt in 
cash or new bonds, all of which have been since 
paid, and the canal! Ohio, on the other 
hand, leased ber part oft the canal 
at @ notina rent on condition that 
it be képt in repair. Owing to the introduction 
of railways, the holders of the Indiana end of 
the canal have been unable to got enough out 
of it te keep the concern in order, and therefore 
have practically abandoned it. The Indiana 
part of the canal has thus partly filled up—it 
never was very deep—and Ohio finds herself, 
with a piece of canal leading nowhere. The 
leasce of the Ohio end has recently given up 
his lease. Some few years ago, Ohio notified Iu- 
diana that, when the two States united in the 
canal job, there was a formal contract that 
each party was to maintain and keep 
in repair ite portion of the canal. To 
this notice Indiana made response that 
soch an agreement and contract was pre- 
pared and submitted for .ratification to the Leg- 
islatures of the two States; that the Legislature 
of Ohio ratified the contract, but that there is 
no record that the Legislature of Indiana ever 
did, Now, the Legislature of Ohio proposes to 
ask the United States to compel Indians to re- 
pair the highway. Indiana has disposed of her 
mterest in the canal, and does not propose to 
do any thing of the kind.

THE DOUGLAS MONUMENT. 

the bill pending before the Legislature of this 
State, authorizing the expenditure of $20,000 
for the purchase of the Douglas Monument, is 
likely to be defeated. The fact is, the bill ought 
never to have been introduced. It is no part of 
the business of Government to erect monuments 
to commemorate individuals. That business 
should be left exclusively to the voluntary action 
of the people. Erecting a monument to any 
person at the public expense is taxing a 
man against. his will to do honor to 
the memory of some other man. A monument 
erected by a public tax is not a compliment, 
while a monumént erected by private contribu- 
tions is. It shows a real appreciation of the 
persons thus complimented. How would it read 
if there. were inscribed on 4 monument the 
words, This monument to the, deceased was 
erected by the proceeds of a tax levied upon the 
people after they had declined to pay it volun- 
tarily”? And yet that is the legend that truth 
would require to be inscribed upon every 
monument erected “at the public cost. 
We do not disparage the services or merits of 
Mr. Douglas by objecting to the passage of this 
bill. If he were living, he would probably con- 
demn the enforced contribution of money to 
ersct a monument over any deceased public 
man; and, could he have foreseen that the Leg- 
islature of this State would be asked to levy a 
tax to erect such a monument over his grave, no 
one would have more strongly reprobated such 
an unseemly raid upon the public funda, or 
such a questionable compliment to himself. 

Mr. Douglas, when living, selected a site for 
his future dwelling in Cottage Grove, intending 
to make it the home of his family, and deeded 
the land to his wife. When he died he was 
buried on that site, and his wife negotiated 3 
sale of the land, including hia remains, to the 
State of Illinois for the sum ef $25,000, which 
abe received. A voluntary organization under- 
took to erect a monument over the grave, but 
after constructing the foundation practically 
ceased work. How much money was expended 
on it we do not know; but it is proposed 
now that the State shail appropriate $20,000 
to be used in completing the monument. The 
State has nothing to do with monument-build- 
ing, and should not set such a precedent. If II- 
linois is to begin building monuments to her 
Senators, where will the business end? Where 
is the line to be drawn? There were several 
eminent Senators before Mr. Douglas, and of 
his successors there will be an ever-increasing 
lime, If a monument be erected to Doug- 
lag in 1874, who oan object to one 
for some other deceased Senator in 1876? Who 
shall draw the line which tells when a Senator 
is entitled to a monument at the public expense 
and when not? We object to this bill, not be- 
cause it is the Douglas monument, but becauge 
it is foreign to the legitimate functions of the 
Government. Let the Douglas monument alone.

his mark on the time. Probably no modern 
writer has exercised so disturbing an influence 
on ancient faiths and the prevalent the- 
ology as Strauss, the “Stormer of Zion,” 
who threw down bis gauntlet to all or- 
thodox champions in his “Life of Jesus,” 
published forty years ago, when he was 
but 27 years of age. Although at the time @ 
lecturer in a theological seminary—that at Tu- 
bingea—his book was a boid and startling attack 
on the divinity of the central figure of Christian- 
ity. Hitherto Strauss had been unknown out- 
side of a small circle at the University, but his 
book brought him instantaneous fame. It also 
brought him as quickly a dismissal from his post 
in the Theological Seminary. The controversial 
literature which has aconmulated round the 
Leben Jesu has been contributed by the 
thinkers of every nation and the theologians of 
every sect, and has made the views of the great 
infidel familiar to all. His book was written in 
harmony with the Hegelian philosophy, and was 
designed only for the learned. Its aim is illus- 
trated by the remark of Neander, who was asked 
by the Ministry of Public Worship in Berlin 
whether they ought to suppress it. Neander re- 
plied that it left no basis for historical Christian- 
ity, but ought to be met and conquered, if it were 
vinciblo, only in the forum of legitimate discus- 
sion. 

The Leben Jesu gave Christianity a mytholog- 
ical instead of an historical basis, resolved the 
Gospels into popular legends, and the miracles 
into significant poetry. The historie Christ was 
analyzed into a myth, and the canonical Gospels 
were selections and arraneeménts from the mass 
of legendary love which clustered about the 
central fiction. The dogmas of the New Testa- 
ment weré true, but the history was false. A 
shower of replies followed the appear- 
ance of this remarkable book,and in orderto gain
